A SPA^'ISIE REPORT. 

Antonio Mnceo Said to Have Lost His Life 
in Crossini: the Trocha, 

IIava.va, Dec. 8. — It is stated in most 
positive terms by tho Spaniah author- 
ities that Aotonio Maceo, the ^reat in- 
surgent leader, aad the lieart and 
soul of the Cuban cause, has 
been killed in the province of 
fiavana, after liaving effected the 
passage of tho western trocha near Ma- 
riel at itH north extremity. Witli the 
Ciit):in lender diet! J'"raii<;iBCO Gonie/,, 
Boii of Maximo (.iomez, who aecompaii- 
eil tho nuilivtto general on his jiass- 
atro of tho troclui. The moat ex- 
plieit dutiiilH of tlio lindinj^ of the 
corpse of tlu! fallen leader of tlie Cubans 
and of the facts relied upon for its ideii- 
tilication are at hiiiid through the report 
of tlie Spanish commander, Major Ciru- 
jiida, who contested tho passin}^ of the 
trocha nnauccessfiilly on Decemher 4 
(last Friday), with Maeeo, and wdio sua- 
tained another conflict yesterday with 
tho forces under tho inanrgeut leader.

Appro- 
priations, including dolloieneiea and

LoxDos, Dec. 8. — All the newspapers 
this morning have editorials on President 
Clevelantl'a Message. Most of them re- 
gard tlie Meaaage as of rather miapr im- 
portaQce except so far as concerns the 
Cuban qtieation to which phase the bulk 
of the comiocnt is devoted, 

The Pall Mall Gazette, this afternoon, 
eoinmenting upon President Gleveland's 
lueesage to congreaa, aaya; "There is 
noting in the message unsatisfactory to 
Gr&t Britain. As far as Cuba is con- 
cerned, President Cleveland is neither 
diplomatic nor politic. His lant;nage 
pleases neither .Spain nor the insur- 
tionts." 

Tlie Globe sees in the mesea>,'e "Jlon- 
loeisui thrusting itself forward in the 
usual menacing fabhion," and doubts 
that IMr. McKinley will be prateful to 
his predecessor for betjueathin^,' him the 
task of bullying Spain." 

The St. James Gazette contrasts the 
" polite, cautious tone " of the message 
with the mandatory message of a year 
ago on a similar topic, and says : " The 
conditions ia Cuba uadoubtedly give tiie 
United States the right to call upon 
Spain to enforce her authority speedily 
or acknowledge licr inability to suppress 
anarchy, or bo depraved of her right to 
be considered as governinK the island." 

Tlio Daily Newe, .Liberal organ, says 
of tho Cuban portion of the message: 
"rresidentCleveliiiid's argument ia clear 
enough that no country posEeseea the 
right to foster a perpetual source of 
trouble, and Spain must either grant 
autonomy or sell. Spain, however, will 
probably refuse to do anything of the 
kind. She wiil be disposed to insist 
upon the right to ' wallop her own nig- 
gers.' Being very sensitive just now on 
tho subject bf the Monroe doctrine, 
Spafa will probably be iaflueatially sup- 
ported'it she holds out. We hope she 
will not prevail becauEe autonomy ia' 
best for Cuba and bestfoi- Spain." 

The editorial in tho Times says: 
"The tone and spirit of the message are 
worthy of all pruiso. It is a pity that 
tho moderation and balance of mind 
which Mr. Cleveland has just displayed 
were not rnore conapjcuoua last year 
when he startled two continents "by a 
menace of war. If theYenezuelanques- 
tiou had beeu handled as Mr. Cleveland 
handles the Cuban, question he might 
have averted a disruption of Democracy 
aud have kept Bryan and Bryanism in 
obscurity. 

" The 'President's measaBe gives the 
soundest advice in most unobjectionable 
language, nor can Ihe least complaint be 
made of the character of the warning 
addressed to Spain. Jt is not improbable 
that Spain will take ofi'ence, but clearly 
Mr. Cleveland is actuated by friendly 
feelint^s, and Spain will do well to ac- 
quiesce, otherwise the way will be clear 
for the influences repreaented by Mr. 
Call's reaoliition in the senate yesterday. 
If Spain closed now with Mr. Cleveland's 
overtures, it would bo difiicult for 
the McKiiiley administration to steer a 
new course." 

The Standard says it thiuks that Spain 
had better accept Mr. Cleveland's 
friendly counael, as Mr. McKinley is not 
likely to be leas exacting than Mr. 
Cleveland. " The Monroe doctrine," 
says the Standard, "is making great 
strides. It is a large bold policy, not 
(|uile free from dnftger. Fortunateh', as 
far as Knglaud is concerned, the ])n)H- 
jjects of tlie arbitration treaty make tho 
risks of trouble small. Altogether it is 
a dignified and able message. 

There is a keen feeling of disappoint- 
ment in the City of Mexico at the fact 
that President Cleveland could not see 
his way to recognizing the beligerency of 
the Cubans, for Mexican synnpatby is 
undoubtedljr with them, and the most of 
Latin-Americans, with the possible ex- 
ception of Chili, is ready to follow the 
lead of the great republic. It is said 
Mr. IMclCinley will take a more j.'^enerouB 
attitude. 

Of till! proposed Cuban aottloment, the 
Chroniirlu sayB : " We hulieve the time 
as passed wlioii flic Cuban insurgents 
will accept any solution placing Siianish 
otliciala over thein oven nominally. 
There is no mistake, howevi!r, ahout tho 
warning President Cleveland addresses 
to Spain, and Spanish statesmen should 
bo aware that the Democratic govern- 
ment ia far more pacific and conserva- 
tive in its foreign policy than the coming 
Republican government is likely to be. 
Spain has to faceahumiliatin^dilemma, 
but she could not fight the United States 
for 24 hours." 

Tho Chronicle, Liberal, in common 
with other paiiers, congratulates both 
countries on the prospect of the adoption 
of an arbitration treat}'. It saya : " It 
is clear that the Cleveland administra- 
tion means to conclude this great reform 
b'.^''orc resigning office." 

Le Toujpg, of Paris, says that Presi- 
dent Clevelaiul " worthily crowns bia in- 
ternational adininiatration, which bore 
the stamp of lioncaty," and adds : " Re- 
ference to Cuba, however, will satisfy 
neither eide, and we doubt tho cttlcaey 
of his offer to guarantee the autonomy of 
Cuba. Spain will not think of agreeing 
to an arrangement making the United 
State the sovereign power in Cuba while 
the rebola want independence or .imeri- 
can annexation. President ClevelancJ 
risks displeasing everybody. The Ven- 
ezuelan arr.angement, however, giving 
unexpected recognition to Blonroeism is' 
a triumph for President Cleveland," 

The Cologne Gazette, digcuBsing; the 
President's meaaage to congress, says : 
" President Clevelnnd has not allowed 
himself to be carried away by tho pre- 
vailing opinions of the Americans. 
What he suggflata is perfectly correct and 



compatible with the honor of Spain. 
May -the President's well meant proposal 
meet with approval in Spain before there 
is a change of government in 
the United States ! Perhajis with 
this favorable situation there may 
be an agreement reached with the 
powerful .States which will pacify Cuba'.'

DYNAMITE PLOT. 

Fiendish Attempt to Blow Three Well 
Known^Citizens Into Eternity. 

Mount Vernok, Deo. 8. — A fiendish 
attempt at murder, unprecedented in 
the criminal annals of Skagit county, 

was made a fow miles from here on Fri- 
day night, when some unknown fiends 
endeavored to blow three citizens of 
I'aine into eternity by the aid of dyna- 
mite. The explosion occurred at the 
shingle mill of the La Plant brothers, 
situated on tho lino of the Seattle & In- 
ternational railway. Two brothers, J. 
C. and C. L. La Plant, and the en- 
gineer oi the mill, ^. D. Waters, oc- 
cupied the same .roona in a small 
building adjoining the mill. Shortly 
after midnight they were aroused by a 
deafening report, which seemed to issue 
from the floor beneath them, and before 
either could jump from the bed they felt 
themselves being suddenly lifted into 
the air. This sen-satiou was followed by 
a sinking feeling, and in another secon<l 
the three were hurled to the floor, 
though neither was spilled from their 
beds, which bad been lifted into the air 
and dashed to the floor without turning 
over, thus saving the oceupants from 
serious injury. 

The building, however, was complete- 
ly wrecked, the beds having fallen 
through the floor with the mass of de- 
bris into which the building had been 
converted. Extracting themselves from 
the chaotic pile of lumber and household 
tixturea, the three proceeded to a neigh- 
bor's hoiiae, located about a quarter of a 
mile from the mill. Beyond a few bruises 
and the effects of having been stunned 
by the force of the concussion, the men 
were uninjured. 

The force of the explosion was terrific, 
and itia little short of a miracle that the 
occupants of the house were not killed 
outright, as the building was n complete 
wreck, tlie timbers being converted into 
kindling wood, and the bedding and the 
clothing that was banging on the walls 
being torn to shreds. Under the build- 
ing, almost in the centre, was a large 
hole iu the ground, made by the force of 
the explosion. 

The supposition ia that the dynamite 
was placed in a bag, and then set under 
the house, after which the fuse was 
ignited. There is not the shadow of a 
doubt that murder was intended, as 
everything indicated careful planing, 
That, the intention of the fiends, who 
were the perpetrators of the devilish at- 
tempt was not successful is duo to no 
fault (it theirs, but owing to the inter- 
vention ol a Kinilly disjiosed providence, 

There is no clew that points to the 
authors of the crime, but no eflbrt will 
bo spared to bring them to justice, 
Feeling in the community runs high, 
and if the perpetrators are discoverecl 
there can bo no doubt as to the mode of 
j,i3tice that will be meted out to them. 
There is much fear expressed among the 
jjooplo of Paine, as it thought some an- 
arch istically inclined assassin, with de- 
atructiJn as his dictator, is prowling 
about the vicinity, and that none are 
safe from being wafted into another 
world on the wings of a dynamite bomb 
at any moment.

Rev. Thomas Conaty of Worcester, Mass., 
Appointed to the Rectorship.

registered letter informing hia emin- 
ence that Hia Holiness has appoiated 
Rev. Thomas J. Conaty, of Worcester, 
Mass., rector of the Catholic University 
in Washington, to succeed Right Rev. 
Biahoj) Keane. Rev. Father Conaty has 
been advised of his appointment and 
now is tho guest of the cardinal.

A Public Holiday— Canadian Cases 
Appealed to Her Majesty's 
Privy Council. 



(From Our Own Correapondeat.) 

Ottaw.v, Dec. 8.— The superintendent 
of tho government telegraphic service is 
i)reparing for the construction of a gov- 
ernment telegraph line from Esqnimaax 
Point towards Belle Isle. Next year it 
ia expected to add about eighty miles of 
line, which will carry the wires aa far as 
Natiahquan, GOO miles below tiuebec. 

Aa a result of this year's geological sur- 
vey explorationa there have been splen- 
did additions of apecimens to the mn- 
aeum, 

Thia was a dies non in the public de- 
partments, the feast of the Immaculate 
Conception being a statutory holiday. 
Few ministers were at their offices or 

civil servants at work. 

Reference to the record of cases ap- 
pealed to the Privy Council during the 
|)ast twenty years shows there is less 
force tlian had at first been supposed in 
the objection that Chief Justice Strong 
while in London would be reviewing 
judgments delivered by him here. Dur- 
ing the period mentioned 112 appeals 
have gone from Canada to the Judicial 
Committee. Of these 75 per cent, were 
direct from the Court of Appeals in the 
several provinces, not passing through 
the Supreme court. 



MUEDERERS LYNCHED. 

The Slayers of a Woman and Her Two 
Children Snmmarily Disposed Of. 

Ka.vsas City, Mo., D^c. 8.— A special 
to the Joariflal from Lexington, Mo., 

saya: 

At about 1 o'clock this (Monday) 
morning a Tnob of Ray county 'farmers 

broke iTito the county jail here, secured 
Jeeae Winner and .Tames Nelson, held 
for the murder of Mrs. Winner and her 
two babes, and lynched tfiem. Details 
of the affair are meagre. 

The mob broke into the jail with little 
difficulty and speedily accompliafaed 
their object of meting out puniahirient 
to the alleged butchers. 

Lon Lackey, who has also been in jail 
here under a charge of complicity in. the ' 
murder, was taken to Bichmond Satur- 
day, which fact alone saved his life, as 
he would certainly have been lynched 
with the others. The probabilities are 
that vengeance will be meted out to him. 
later, possibly before morning. 

Several attempts were made to lynch 
Winner and Lackey while they were ia 
jail at Richmond, which led to their 
removal here for safe keeping. Nelson 
haa been in jail hero onlj' since Satur- 
day, having been arrested on the 
strength of a confession made by Miss 
Xntron, who made a sworn state- 
ment that she, 'Winner, Lackey and 
N'elson committed tho murder. The 
crime for which Winner and Nelson 
were lynched was the brutal butchery of 
Mrs. Winner, wife of the lynched man 
and of Clara Winner aged three years, 
and Pearl Winner, a boy aged eighteen 
months. • 

The Winners lived northeast of Rich- 
mond. On October 20 Winner left home 
for a day or two and the next 
day Jlrs. Winner and the two 
children were found with their throata 
cut. Mrs. Winner's head had alao been 
split with an axe. Her body lay just 
outside the house and was frightfully 
mutilated by hogs before it was discov- 
ered. 



CHEAP TELEPHONES. 

Gigantic Deal of St. Louts and Other Capi- 
talists. 

Sr. Loi'is, Mo., Dec. 8.— A gigantic 
deal, involving revolution in the tele- 
phone and electric lighting business of 
St. Louis has been consummated. 
Three big companies, with an aggre- 
gate paid up stock of nearly $3,000,000, 
baa been organized by about twenty of 
the moat prominent and wealthy 
citizens of St. Louia. One of tho com- 
panies will introduce a telephone aya- 
Icm in ,St. Louis, at much lower ser- 
vice rates than those prevailing at 
present. It will establish a home tele- 
phone plant which will in time extend 
to neighboring points. The second com- 
pany, owned by the same persona, will 
operate an immense electric plant, sup- 
plying power of all kinds for public and 
private use. The third company will 
construct the telephone and electric 
plants for the two other companies, and 
will equip and construct a complete sys- 
tem ol underground conduits, A fourth 
company ia also in the deal, but it . will 
not figure in the proceedings at present. 



SUPPLIES OP GRAIN. 

Important Decrease in the Available Stocks. 

Nkw Youk, Dec. 8. — Sjjecial cable and 
telegraphic advices to Bradstreet'a, cov- 
ering the principal points of accummula- 
tion, indicate tho following changes in 
the available supply of grain on Satur- 
day, December 5, as compared with the 
preceding Saturday : " Wlieat, United 
States and Canada east of the Rockies, 
decrease, 2,447,000; afloat for and in 
lOurope, decrease.

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BAY/RD CODLU NOT ACCEPT. 

T^e U. S. Ambassador Expresses His Sin- 
cere Gratitude for the Proposed 
Present. 

London, Dec. 8. — Mr. Bayard has writ- 
ten to the Daily Telegraph, under date 
of Saturday, confirming the report cabled 
to the AsBOCiate'd Press on Saturday that 
he would decline tho proirored Chriat- 
mas gift intended aa a compliment to 
him and in honor of his efforts to bring 
about an era of good feeling between 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. He bud atjked the propriotora 
o£ tlio paper not to carry out their 
" kind and generous proposition " along 
the lines planned. He then proceeds to 
describe the manner in which he iirst 
learned of the proposal, on i'hursday 
afternoon, by readin-; tho announcement 
in the columna of tho Telegraph. He 
Bays he was naturally deeply touched 
and gratified when the following issues 
of the paper contained so many spon- 
taneous contributions of respect and 
kind feelings from all classea, occupa- 
tions and vai/ing degrees of fortune. 

Continuing, he says; " A few hours of 
reflection has brought me to the sober 
judgment that, holding my present oflice, 
invested with its discretion and duties, 
I should scrupulously respect and obey 
the spirit aa well as the letter, written 
and unwritten, whiok prohibitB any one 
holding an office of trust or profit under 
the United States of America from ac- 
ueptmg without the consent of congress 
any present from any king, prince or 
government. The reasons for this in- 
hibition apply with special sigiiilicance 
to the representativea of the government 
abroad." 

Mr. Bayard says that tho Republican 
"forma of government require strict and 
delicate oljedionce to such principleg, 
ami coutiu\ies: " The patriotic and ad- 
mirable intent of your influential jour- 
nal has been fully accouiphshed, for it 
has evoked such expressions of wide- 
spread Bympathy and approval as, like 
ine breath of the ocean, will fill the 
Bails of two great ships of state, as they 
are borne onward by the irresistible cur- 
rent of our common civilization." 

"Ambassador Bayard concludes with an 
expression of sincere gratitude, and says 
that "while I live I will not cease to 
thank the people of those islands for the 
whole-hearted and unstinted welcome 
and warm hospitality showered on me 
and mine. I am sure 1 serve both coun- 
tries best when I decide aa ambassador 
not to receive the valued and most de- 
lightful present proposed." 

•' In an editorial the Telegrapii an- 
nounces that the donations will be re- 
turned, and repudiates the charges of 
'meanness and presumption,' but 'no 
regrets for the action taken ' are express- 
ed, since prominent people throughout 
the country have approved of the pro- 
posed presentation to the anfbasaador of 
a Christmas gift." 

RELATIONS WITH BRITAIN. 

Sir Charles Tupper Regards the Question of 
Closer Connection as of 
Vital Interest. 

London, Dec. S — The former Canadian 
High Commissioner, Sir Charles Tup- 
per, was entertained at luncheon to-day 
by the counsel of tho United Empire 
Trade League. Sixty-eieht guests were 
present, including James Lowtlier, How- 
ard Vincent, Lowles, Disraeli and Lau- 
rie, members of parliament; Lord Mas- 
ham, the agents-general of Australia, 
!Natal and Cape of Good Hope, and Mr. 
Kufua Pope of C.mada. Chairman Low- 
ther toasted "The Commercial i'euera- 
tion of the British Empire," coupled 
■with the names of Sir Charles Tupper 
and Mr. John Lowles, M.P., an ardent 
imperial federationist, who is largely in- 
terested in trade with Western Australia 
and a Conservative in politics. 

Sir Charles repled on the line of his 
previous speeches, saying tie believed in 
the trade intercourse between tlie United 
Kingdom and the coloniea should be 
placed upon a more favorable footing 
than foreign trade. Ho referred to the 
extraordinary growth of the colonies, 
" which," he added, " would be impos- 
sible under a free trade jiolicy." Sir 
Charles also aaiil ho regarded tho ques- 
tion of closer relations aa being vital to 
Canada and the whole empire. Treaties 
with Germany and Belgium, he explain- 
ed, alone stood in the way of preferential 
trade, •' and," the speaker continued, 
" the sooner those are quashed the bet- 
ter." He ridiculed the fears of re- 
talition.

BliIND RESTOUKD 'i'O SKillT. 

What the X Rays Did tor a Little Girl in 
New York. 

New Youk, Dec. 8. — With the aid of 
X rays, proviaed by Thoinaa A. I'^iisoii, 
a lancet operated by Drs. W. C. Bailey 
and A. S. Wendall, has probably re- 
stored the sight of ten-year-old Mary 
Schoeliner, of Newark, N.J. Two years 
ago the girl fell on her head. When Hhe 
was iiickeil up lier akuU was apparently 
injured and tlie acalj) wound healed. A 
few moiit.liH ago she coin|)hiiinMl of a 
mist before her eyes, and in a week she 
was totally blind. After consultation it 
was decided to try .K rays on the girl. 
She was taken to Edison's laboratory at 
Orange. The X rays were focused 
against the aide of the child's 
head. Dr. Bailey could see the 
bone pressing down on the little girl's 
brain and a dark shadow between coa- 
volations, was a clot of blood. A plate 
was held before the girl's eyes while the 
raya were still being •.brown on tho head. 
She was able to see a shadow. The op- 
eration was performed and it was found 
that the X raya told the truth. There 
was a bit of bono pressing upon the an- 
terior part of tho brain iiiui a blood clot 
extended down and jjresaedupon tho op- 
tic comtiiisaure, causing bliiulness of both 
eyes. Bit by bit the clot was ctirefully 
cut away ami the skull trepanned. Two 
or three large buttona of bone were tak- 
en out. " Unleaa the nerve fibres he- 
come atrophied," said Dr. Bailey, "there 
is no reason why the child's eyesight 
should not be futly restored." 



DEATH OF CPIONBL fELLOWS 

A Promlnent-iConfedefate 'OlHear Who Be- 
came District Attorney of New York. 

Ni:w Yoiiic, Dec. S. — Col. John li. Fel- 
lows, district attorney and former mem- 
ber ol vongreas, died yesterday of an ill- 
ness which had confined him to his bed 
from the time of his return from an elec- 
tioneering tour of tho Middle Western 
states. In that tour he spoke frequently 
in behalf of Palmer and Buckner, the 
nominees of the National Democracy. 
John E. Fellows waa born in Troy, I^Y., 
in 1832. In 1860 he went to Oamden, 
Vrk., at the invitation of an uncle who 
was a merchant at that place. He was 
an elector on the Bell and Everett ticket 
in 18G0, and made speeclies throughout 
the state. After the election of Lincoln 
he urued acquiescence in tlio result, but 
when aocession was declared, young Fel- 
lows enlisted in tho First Arkanstla regi- 
ment. 

After engaging in battles around Cor- 
inth, ho was j)rouioted to colonel and 
was insjiector general at Tort Hudson, 
La., when that place was surrendered. 
He was a prisoner of war at Johnson's 
island, Lake Lrie, off Sandusky, Ohio, 
until the spring of 1S65, when ho was 
sent South for exchange, but was not re- 
leased until the close of the war. Col. 
Fellows resumed the practice of law in 
Camden. He was elected a state sena- 
tor, and in 1868 he spoke in this city at 
a Seymour meeting at Cooper Union, 
being a delegate to the national conven- 
tion in this city which nominated Sey- 
mour and Blair. 

After the election, on Governor Sey- 
mour's atlvice, Col. Fellows came to live 
in this city. He was assistant umler 
District Attorney Garvin, frotu the fall 
of lSli',1 to January 1, 1S71. llowas coun- 
sel to tho excise board for two years, and 
later was assistant under District At- 
torneys iMcKeon and Martin. In ISSS 
he was elected district attorney, and af- 
ter the expiration of his term served as 
member of tho house of representatives 
from this city. He succeeded Mr. N 1- 
coll as district attorney.

CROSSED THE TROCHA. 

Maceo's Movements— FlBbting Around Gua- 
nabacoa— Raids of NiRhtly 
Occurrence. 

New York, Dec. 8. — In a dispatch to 

the Herald from Jacksonvillle, Fla., the 
corresponilent says that ho has just re- 
ceived a dispatch from Havana whicli 
states that Antonio Maceo has crossed 
the trocha with a large force. It is re- 
ported, according to the dispatch, that 
Captain-General Weyler has been 
woatided. All news from the scene of 
the engagement is Bupnressed by the 
ofScials. 

Tamp.\, Fla., Dec. 8.— From a Cuban 
on passage through here from Havana, 
via Key West, who reached here in a 
fishing vessel, it is learned that tho skir- 
mish around Gnanabacoa still continue 
to be of nightly occurrence. The cov- 
ernment otiicials fetir a larger detach- 
ment may dash into the city. Another 
band of fifty insurgents crossed tho 
troclia yesterday near Artemisa. These 
caused reinforcements to be added to 
many portions of the trocha, so for many 
miles the pickets that are guarding it 
are within fifty feet of each other. There 
is a rumor in Havana that Gomez secur- 
ed another victory, but it cannot be sub- 
stantiated. Havana people are usually 
reticent now and the government spies 
are so nnmeroaa that they fear to apeak, 
even to their closest friends. 



THE CRONIN MURDER. 

Suicide of One of the Principal Witnesses. 

CiiicAco, Dec.S. — Henry Owen O'Con- 
nor, one of the principal witnesses for 
the prooecution in the famous Cronin 
case, committed suicide by shooting him 
self at his home in this city. O'Connor 
was a friend of Dr. Cronin and his evi- 
dence at tho trial was confined to re- 
marks he heard made at Camp 20, 
Chin-na-t'ael, by someof tlie defendants 
as,'aiii.sL Dr. Cronin. (.)'C()nnor a])peared 
at ihe Iirst trial, but wouhl not testify 
when Hmiinioned at tho re-hearing on 
behalf of Dan C'oughliii. He was in 
New York at the time, but would not 
listen to any persuasion to make the trip 
to Chicago, liia death recalls the mys- 
terious fatality which pursued persons 
connected with the great case. J uat be- 
fore he shot himself O'Connor drew up a 
will disposing of hia property and call- 
ing neigh boi s to witiiesH it. Tliis d(jcu- 
ineiit was made the l)asia of ii farewell 
letter tu Ins wife, in which O'Connor 
said ilhiesa prompted him to do away 
with himaell.

THE PEESJDEiWTS MESSAGE. 

The President's message dilTei-a in 
many essential respecta from tlio speech 
from tlie tlirone. It does not outline 
the policy of the Government, ami it 
does not indicatB what measurea the 
party in power proposea to introduce 
and support. Congress is to a very 
great extent independent of the Presi- 
dent. The President may be opposed to 
the policy which it favors, and it can 
pass its measures without the President's 
sanction and even over liia veto. 

The message sent to Cqngreas on Jlon- 
day is most liitely Preaideat Olevelaml's 
last message. In a few moatlia. another 
Administration will have the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the United States, 
and it is not likely that the new admin- 
istration will look upon Mr. Cleveland's 
utterances as authoritative or will be dis- 
posed, as far as its power extends, to 
carry out -Mr. Cleveland's recomme/ida 
tiona. The message, therefore, though 
an important document, is not to be 
taken as indicating the course that will 
be pursued by the Government of the 
United States on the subjects of which 
it treats. 

A <^ood part of the message is retro- 
spective. The President, as every loyal 
American citizen should be, is pleased 
with the way in which the very impor- 
tant election contest, closed only a few 
weeks ago, was conducted, and with the 
loyal acijuioscence of the defeated party 
in the result. Tlio.'-e who have watched 
exciting election contests with intercHt 
must feel surprised to see how quickly 
the excitement sabsides and how soon 
men who were but the other day, orator- 
icallVand argumentati^ely, flying at each 
the relations of good neighbors and old 
olher.'i' throats, quiet down and resume 
friends. In the United States the blood 
huH disappeared from the eyes of tlie 
late contestauts, ;uni their demeanor is 
as calm and as commonplace as if there 
had been no such thing as an election. 
Mr. Cleveland has good reason to look 
upon this change with satiafaulion, and 
to argue from it that his countrymen are 
well fitted to exercise the powers and the 
privileges of the citizens of a great re- 

])uhrK'. 

The President when discussing the sit- 
uation in Turkey is no doubt not nearly 
so sentimental and sympathetic as many 
United States citizens would like him 
to be. lie ia evidently not indillerent to 
tlie Huffcrings of the .ArnjeiuaiiH, but ho 
in cH'cct 1(;IIh Cloni^'rcsa that if the riudiLs 
oi Aiiierieaii citizen-; in Turkey are re- 
cognized and respected, the trouljle bi;- 
tween the Sultan and his Armenian sub- 
jects is none of their funeral. It will not 
do for them to meddle with matters that 
do not directly concern them, when med- 
dling may be followed by very unpleas- 
ant conBei]aenc;(;H. This, many will 
say, is a colil-hearted tin and inhumane 
way of lookini^ tit the matter, but it will 
have to be admitted that it is a comiuon- 
sense and a business way. 

Mr. Cleveland regards the situation in 
Cuba pretty much in the same light as 
ho does that in Turkey. His sympathies 
are evidently with the insurKcnts, hut 
he finds that his position requires him 
to r«frain from gratifying his personal 
foellflgs at the expense ot the peojile of 
the United States. He evidently be- 
lieves that Spain is getting the worst of 
it in its struggle with the rebellious 
, Cubans, and that the country ia being 
rained by the contest; but as the insur- 
gents, in his opinion, have not made 
good their title to be regarded as iin in- 
dependent state, ho logically concludes 
that the time has not come to accord to 
them the rights oi belligerents. There 
are many fiery spirits in the United 



States who will denounce him for com-; 
ing to this conclusion, but President 
Cleveland ia not the man to abandon a 
position which he considnrs sound on j 
account of the clamor raised by unre- 
flecting or deaigning mon. He has faith 
in himself, and he is bound to be true to 
his convictions of what is right and for 
the general welfare. 

In Cuba, as in Turkey, he is deter- 
mined that the rights of American citi- 
zens shall be respected. The persons 
and the property of such citizens must 
be secure. If barm cornea to them the 
Cuban Government will be called to 
strict account. President Cleveland be- 
lieves that Spain ought to come to an 
understanding vath the insurgents with- 
out any unnecessary delay. " It wou'd 
aeein," he eays, "as if Spain should 
offer Cuba a genuine autonomy measure 
of homo rule, which, while preserving 
the sovereignty of Spain, would satisfy 
all rational requirements of Spanish 
subjects. There should be no just 
reason why the pacification of the 
Island might not be effected on that 
basis." 

The mischief o£ it is that the Span- 
iards do not seem to understand what 
" a^genuine autonomy measure of home 
rule " means, or, if they do, they are de- 
termined to see Cuba transformed into a 
desert, rather than give its inhabitants 
what Americans and Canadians regard 
as a reasonable measure of self-govern- 
ment. It is questionable, too, whether 
the insurgents would now be satisfied 
with anything less than complete inde- 
pendence of Spain. The Cuban question 
is one which Mr. Clevehmd i|uietly 
hands over to his successor to deal with. 
It ia both a difUcult and a delicate one; 
whether or not it will be settled without 
the interference of the United States can 
as yet be only a matter of coniecture. 

"The President deals in a sensible way 
with the financial (luestion. Ho hfg 
eirned a right to sjjeak with authority 
on that question. By his clear-headed- 
nesa, his lirmness and his courage in a 
very critical and trying time President 
Cleveland saved the people of the United 
States from financial disaster, the extent 
and the consequences of which no man 
living can calculate. The course which 
lie recommends will, if followed, avert 
the very great danger tn which the busi- 
ness of the United States has for many 
years been exposed. Ho would place 
the finances of the country on a sound 
basis and deprive financial quacks and 
cranks of the opportunity to drive the 
business of the country to the verge of 
ruin and perhaps beyond that limit. 

A KANSAS JUDGE. 

The Populists of the United States eay 
very queer things, and some of them get 
into places which they never ought to oc- 
cupy. One of them was, at the late elec- 
tion, placed in the position of Chief 
Justice of the State of Kansas. His 
name is Doater. Here is an extract from 
one of his election speeches : 

" I deny the existence of that mutual- 
ity between labor and capital which we 
hear so constantly asserted, and which 
ia the stock utterance of politicians and 
commercialists and legislators. My 
contention is that labor and capital, 
or, more accurately speaking, owner- 
ship and use, or, still more accurately 
speaking, creator and created, are not 
mutual and equal. The only law which 
the user of capital ia bound to observe ia 
that law which finds its origin, end and 
sanction in himself. Stripped to its 
nakedness, the propoaition ia that the 
owner of property doe.s not jjoasess, with 
resppct to such property, an e.iuality of 
riglit with the user of it. U))on the 
truth uf that proiJijsition, let me say to 
you, ineiiibers of the Parmera' and Citi- 
zens' Alliance, and you, people's-party 
men, rcata the entire fabric of your poli- 
tical platforms and your demand for in- 
dustrial reforms." 

This is a nice doctrine for a judge of 
the land to teach. This Daniel come to 
judgment, holds that the man who bor- 
rows money has a better right to it than 
the man who lent it to him, and thattlie 
tenant's right is fiU!)i!rior to that of the 
landlord, .ludi^e iJoater teaches, as the 
Uregouian puts it, " that the man who by 
hook or by crook can get money or i)ro- 
perty into his hands enjoys a right to it 
superior to that of him to whom the 
money or property belongs. It ia rather 
moderate to call this Hociulism, unless 
socialism and theft aie the Fame thing." 

,Iudge Ooster defended the iioaition he 
took vigorously, and, singular to say, 
there were many men who believed 
themselves to bo honest, who subscribed 
to his doctrine, and who voted to place 
liim on the Bench of the state. 



vided and the philanthropista and sen- 
timentalist have no cause to worry about 
the approaobing extinction ot the Indian 
population." ' . 

If this is the case with the Indiana of 
the United States the Indians' of the 
Dominion of Canada inuat bo also in- 
creaainc. It ia admitted that tho Cana- 
dian Indians are better treated and bet- 
ter cared for in every way than the 
Indians of the United States. But the 
impression is general that the Indians 
of the Dominion, in spite of all that 
is done for them by the Government, 
are decreasing. Such, at any rate, ia tho 
general impression. The subject ia one 
about which there need not be in these 
days any uncertainty. The Indian popu- 
lation of the country is now under gov- 
ernment supervision. The agents ought 
to be able to tell to a papoose how many 
of the Indian race there are in this coun- 
try at a given time. If they are disap- 
pearing the' agenta^ of the Government 
must surely have noticed the decrease 
and be able to calculate with consider- 
able accuracy the rate of decrease. The 
prevailing opinion ia that civilized life 
and civilized food have weakened the 
constitution of tlie Indian, that ho has 
lost his stamina, and that he readily 
falls a prey to diseases that are not gen- 
erally considered dangerous by white 



AJIE THEY DISAPI'EAIUNO; 

The number of Indians in the United 
States, according to tho report of tho 
Cominiseioner of Indian All'airs, exclii- 
aiv'e of the five civilized tribes and the 
remnants of the New York tribes, is 
177,235. These are what is called the 
Indian^of the plains. It da generally 
supposed that these wild tribes are de- 
creaaing iif numbers, but this, it is said, 
is not the case. There is reason to be- 
lieve that 80 far from being civilized out 
of existence, the Indians are steadily 
increasing. 

" It is contended by tho best investi- 
gators that the early historical recorda of 
the numerical force 'of the In- 
dian race ore unreliable, and jier- 
vaded by a general tendency to exag- 
geration, owing, mainly, to the difliculty 
of obtaining trustworthy information on 
the subject. The first accurate enumer- 
ation was not made they say until 1S8I> 
and since that time 'there has been ii 
regular annual increase. It ia easy to 
believe that the vitality of the race has 
gained by reason of the comforta and ad- 
vantages — the shelter, clothing, and food 
—that the Government baa liberally pro-

Fear-of Seizure tlie Reason Given 
for Catting: Short Their 
Cruises. 



To a large extent the evidence taken 
before the Behring sea claims comiiiia- 
sion yesterday was in ielatiou to tlie 
eatchies of schooners in ]8SG and 18S7 in 
the aea, the object of the couQBel for^tho 
British side being to show what the 
losses were to the vessels which were 
seized or did, not finish their cruisea 
during those seasons lor fear of seizure. 

Wm. T. Bras,'g, mate of tlie sclioouer 
Mary Ellen in 1881), was examined ag to 
the catch his vessel made m Jiehring 
sea during tliat season, and stated that 
the catch of the Bcliooncr wan L',l)",)5, or 
iuclutlint: the coast take ■1,;2G4, the high 
line catch of any vessel until 1891. 

Owen Tliomas, who was ])iiot of the 
Carolena in the spring' of ISSC), stated 
that tlio object of the trip to Nuuehatlit/. 
in tint I'^ebruary was not for trading 
purposes, but witli the intention of se- 
curing an Indian crew, and though sup- 
plies were landed, as stated by Mr. 
Spring on Monday, tiiey were taken 
aboard again as an Indian crew could 
not lie sectired. 

Parts of the evidence taken of Mr. An- 
drew Lang, who is ill in bed, were read, 
stating that the W. P. Sayward had 
caught seals in 15ehring Sea in 1887, and 
admitting that the declaration ho had 
made after the seizure of tlie vessel, that 
no skins had been taken by the Sayward 
in Behring Sea, was not correct. This 
last statement was used by the I'nited 
States counsel to attack the credibility 
of the witness. 

Victor Jacobsen, captain and owner ol 
tlie schooner Mountain Chief, in his evi- 
dence as to his 1887 catch stated that the 
number 1,182, as given in the oflieial le- 
port of the Fisheries Department, was 
not correct and was guess work, as be 
had not reported to the department, nor 
were the sealers in 1886 or 1887 required 
by the Kovetnment to report the number 
of their catch. 

Capt. J. D. Warren, the next witness, 
whose schooner, the t)olphin, was seized 
by the Rush in 1SS7 gave his eateh in 
ISSO as 2,025 in ]5eliring sea, and ex- 
plained that the iigurea lie had compiled 
at Ottawa when the claims lirst came 
up, did not exactly tally in some iu' 
stances with the cateli as now given, be 
cause iie liad then not been in a position 
to get as definite information. 

Captain Wm. O'Leary, of the schooner 
Pathfinder, said lie brought his schooner 
out of Behring sea before the season was 
over, both in 18S0 and 1S87, because ho 
was afraid of seizure, and had in I8SG 
1,760 sk^ns aboard, all. but 300 of them 
having been taken in Behring sea. 

Gustav Hansen, master of the German 
schooner Adele, gave the same reason as 
Captain-CLeary for not staying all the 
season of 1880 in Behring sea, and Enii' 
Rambose, who was on the Theresa, 
which sealed through the season of 18S0, 
said his schooner caught 2,100 seals. 

At 5 o'clock an adjournment was taken 
till this morning, ,

To TUH EniToii: — Some of the news- 
Iiapera — the Globe amongst' others — liave 
iseen writing about Britishers having a 
prejudice airainat British Columbia 
mines, f think this rather rot. They 
have not so far beeon large investors ; 
still they have bought some properties 
— for instance the Hall mines and the 
Invicta. The Home-Payne syndicate 
represent a large amount of capital ; the 
Quesnelle river company (I forget just 
now the name of the company) and sev- 
eral others. Then the War I'^agle has 
been treated for l)ut, owing to some mis- 
understanding, the sale so far has not 
been consumniated. If, they had said 
that the liritishers are very slow and 
<leliberato it would luivo been about 
right, for uiiquetitionably they are. As 
an instance, look how glow they were 
before they adopted the tramcar ayatem 
into London ; also the electric light, and 
now with the motor cars they are far 
behind the French or the Americans. 
Yet they get there all the Baiiie. 

I think that M. de Warais, the en- 
(iineer sent out by the French govern- 
ment, has about hit the right nail on the 
head when he says that both the British 
and the French will invest more readily 
when there are a more dividend pay- 
ing mines. Prejudice does not enter 
into the question onco John Bull is con- 
vinced as to the richness of mines. He 
will then open hia purse strings and in- 
vest, it does not matter whether it be in 
South Africa, Australia, J'ritisli Colum- 
bia or Timbuctoo. I think that the

Only Two Sail Francisco Sealers 
This Year- The " Maudo " 
Baised. 



The owners of tlie American eciiooner 
James G. Swan have lost their ease be- 
fore the United States district court and 
will bo compelletl to forfeit the vessel for 
violating the eealing laws. The case is 
already a noted one, as it is the first time 
an American schooner has been forfeited 
for illegal sealing by an American court. 
It was shown by the testimony that on 
August 2, while the boats and canoes 
were engaged in sealing, one of the 
canoes, with two Indiana belonging to 
the crew, became lost in a fog, and that 
the vessel, in searching for them, sailed 
northward towards the prohibited 
zone. The circumstance was given aa 
a reason for tlie vessel liaviniz approached 
so near to the prohibited line, audit was 
shown by the testimony that before en- 
gaging in searcliintr, slie turned back on 
her course and sailed a distance o£ forty 
miles, measured by her patent log. But 
the witnesses who atateil the fact as to 
the distance measured by the log on the 
return, nave only an estimate of conjec- 
ture as to the distance sailed towards 
the prohibited zone, before turning back, 
and the vessel was not crusing in search 
of her lost men at the time of the 
seizure, for her boats were then em- 
ployed in sealing.

COLONIAL INSTITUTE. 

What It Has Done to Arouse British Senti- 
ment in Regard to tlie Colonies. 

(t^orresprijulent of the (ilasKOW Ilernkl ) 
In a measure the extraordinary de- 
velopment of the Colonial institute with- 
in the last fifteen years has becin typical 
of the change of )iublic opinion as re- 
gards our duty towards our colonies and 
our sense of their value to us as well as 
the action of corresponding- sentiments 
amongst colonists. 1 well remember the 
beginnings of the Institute. Two not 
very imposing rooms at Charing Cross 
wci'c amply sullicieiit for tlie wants of 
the meiiilier.s as regardiid elbow room, 
whilst a certain number of maps and an 
imposing diHjilay of directories— not, I 
fancy, by any moans belonging to the 
current year — were a sullicieiit literary 
repast. The efforts of men such as Sir 
l''rederick Young and Mr. J. S. O'llal- 
loran have entirely altered the 
complexion of atl'airs. A palatial build- 
ing m Northumberland avenue, with a 
most valuable colonial library and thea- 
tre for discnaaions, is the rendezvous of 
some 1,000 members, amongst whom are 
comprised many of the moat distinguish- 
ed public men alike of t)io mother coun- 
try and the colonies. Sir Charles Tuj)- 
per often exju-essed his sense of tlio great 
value of the work which the Institute 
had accomplished ancl was accomiilisli- 
ing; whilst the Prince of Wales and 
leading British statesmen, notably Lord 
liosebery, have borne no less einjihatic 
testimony to its usefulness. How niueh 
of the change in public estimation of the 
co-relative (iuties and iiiterosta of Great 
Kritain and her colonies is due to the 
work of the Colonial Institute it may not 
be possible to guage; but it can hardly 
be doubted that the Institute may fairly 
claim some of the credit of the national 
awakening.

GENERAL ARBITRATION TREATY. 

U, S. Secretary Olncy on the Foreign Rela- 
tions of the Republic— Russia, 
Hawaii and Samoa. 

Washinqton, Dec. 8, — Touching the 
negotiations for a general arbitration 
treaty for the settlement of all future 
disputes between the United States and 
Great Britain, U. ,S. Secretary Olney in 
his report says that both countries liav- 
ing given repeated proofs of their acqui- 
escence in the great principle involved, 
not only by treaty between themselves, 
but severally by concluding like adjust- 
ments with other powers for the adjudi- 
cation of disputes resting on law and 
fact, the subject was naturally approach- 
ed in a benevolent spirit of agreement, 
and the uegotiations have so atitis- 
factorily progressed as to fore- 
shadow a i)ractical agreement at an 
early tlato upon the text of a convention 
to the desired end. The secretary ex- 
presses regret that the British govern- 
ment has refused its concurrence- in a 
))roposL'd international commission to 
devise means to protect the seal herds ; 
recites the iindinj,'s of the experts in ef- 
fect showing that the herd is threatened 
with total destruction unless changes are 
made speedily in the award regulations, 
and hopes that the experts' report will 
induce the British government to agree 
upon these changes. 

Under the head of Germany, the re- 
port treats brietly of the exclusion from 
that country of American meat products. 
The situation apparently remains un- 
changed, as tliere has been no ameliora- 
tion of the stringent measures adopted 
by Germany, " on assumed grounds of 
public health," against our cattle. 

" On the contrary,"' says the Secre- 
tary, " the disposition of Germany, vis- 
ible for a nuiiiber of years past, to still 
farther impede and virtually inhibit 
this legitimate tralKc, is evidenced by 
fresh restrictive measures. Theunjusti- 
llability and the erroneousness of the 
premises on which they rest have been 
again pointed out and the healthfidness 
of our exports supported by conclusive 
proof." 

The secretary says there are fair pros- 
pects of the ultimate removal of the in- 
diction upon American life insurance 
companies seeking to do' business in 
Germany. 

The subject of the reimpoBition of ton- 
n.age dues on German vessels is dis- 
cussed compactly, to show that the law 
was mandatory upon the President to 
issue his proclamation, as soon as the 
facta were established. 

Hawaiiconies in for a single short par- 
agraph in the report, stating that no 
questions of importance have arisen, 
that a few. claims for indemnity have 
been lilcd in behalf of United States 
citizens arrested during the last rebel- 
lion, and that the final chapter in the 
history of that attempted revolt 
was reached in the pardon of the ex- 
Queen. 

Samoa is also briefly treated, the situ- 
ation being unchanged and the United 
States necessarily continuing to exercise 
all stipulated rights and duties under 
the tripartitegeneral act of Berlin durine 
the contiiiuanco of tint compact, how- 
ever irksome and luiii^iLaial these rights 
and duties may prove to be. 

It is indicati-'.l that the United States 
will appoint a successor to Chief Justice 
Ide, who resigned. 

An explanation of the difficulties that 
arise in connection with the ellbrt to 
protect United States naturalized citi- 
zens, usually Jews who return to Rus- 
sia, is afforded by the following para- 
graph : 

" Holding to the old doctrine of per- 
petual allegiance, refusing to lessen its 
authority by concluding any treaty re- 
cognizing the naturalization of a liua- 
sian subject without j)rior imperial con- 
sent; asserting the extreme rigiit to 
punish a naturalized Russian on return 
to his native jurisdiction, not merely for 
unauthorized emicration, but also spuci- 
lically for the unpermitted acquiaitioiiof 
a forcitm citizansliip ; and sedulous- 
ly ajiplying, at homo and through 
the official acta of its agents 
abroad, to ail persons of the 
Jewish holicf the fitern restrictions en- 
joineil by Russian law, tiie government 
of Russia takes a ground not admitting 
of acquiescence by the United States, 
because at variance with the character 
of our institutions, the sentiments of our 
people, the provisions of our statutes 
and the tendencies of modern inter- 
national comity." 

Nevertheless, the secretary Bay.«, the 
differences that arise are comiiromised in 
worthy cases by the friendly dispositic n 
of Russia toward our country and people. 

BXCUESION TRAFFIC. 

The Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
Will Inaugurate Close Competition 
With the C. P. R. 

CiiicAoo, Dec. 8. — The chairman of 
the Western Passenger Association to- 
day granted permission to the Northern 
Pacilic and Great Xortliern to meet the 
com petition of the G. P. and Soo line on 
excuraiouB from points in the Northwest 
to New England. 

Earthquake ia Mexico. 
Mexico, Deo. 8, — A heavy earthquake 
occurred to-day at various Pacilic ports 
of this republic, the first shock coming 
at i) :oO a.m', and the second an up-and- 
down and very alarming one. No 
casultiea are reported. Col. Antonio 
iSIercenario has been elected governor of 
Guerrero, 



HAv.'i.NA, Dec. 8. — There was much ex- 
citement here when it becaine known 
that General Maceo had crossed the 
military line with, it is understood, a 
strong force of insurgents, especially 
when coupled with the fighting between 
Spanish troops and insurgents close to 
the city. It seems evident that the in- 
surgent commander has not only clearly 
turned the flank of Captain-General 
Weyler, but has succeeded in getting on 
his rear and crossing the famous mili- 
tary line near the port which has been 
used as a base of supply for the 
Spanish troops in Pinar del Rio. The 
importance of this movement cannot 
be exaggerated. The exact whereabouts 
of General Weyier is not known, but 
ho is behoved to be hunting for Maceo 
in the mountains in the extreme eastern 
part of Pinar del Rio, while the insurg 
ent chief has seeminiily doubled on his 
tracks, turned the flank of the Spanish 
general and passed in his rear in the di- 
rection of this city, crossing tne military 
line at will, and possibly being by this 
,timc in the vicinity of the capital of Cu 
ba. If Maximo Gomez has carried out 
the plan attributed to him, that of push 
ing westward to the support of Maceo, a 
junction of the two main bodies of the 
insurgents may be expected shortly.' 

Nothing appears to be known of the 
strength of the insurgent forces with 
Antonio Maceo in this province. In fact 
while the news was being jiassed from 
person to person in tlie streets, the au 
thorities would only give a half-hearted 
admission to the truth of the rumor that 
Maceo had crossed the military line. 
This, it is believed, will alter the" whole 
situation, and important events may. 
occur within a short time. 

There ia no doubt that the insurgents 
have recently increased jn numbers 
abottt the capital. The bands of twenty 
to thirty bandits met by the Spanish 
troops have now swollen the insurgent 
forces of 20,000 to 40,000. It seems to 
be believed that Maceo will strike be 
fore General 'VVeyler can hurry back 
from Pinar del' Rio. Indeed, it 
ig currently reported that the 
captain-general was wounded in an on 
gagement with the insurgents before the 
latter crossed the military lines and may 
not be able to return here except ag a 
prisoner of the Cubans. The authorities 
naturally are doing all in their power to 
minimize the crossing of the trocha by 
Maceo and intimate that he is, as usual 
according to the Spanish stories, ruu' 
ning a way from them. 

This does not alter th6 fact that he 
has escaped the hunter, and that the 
hunter may experience difUculty in got 
ting home. Friends of the insurgents 
are overjoyed at the new turn taken in 
the campaign, and are boasting that 
Maceo and Gomez will soon be knocking 
at the gates of Havana. To this 
the Spanish officials simply say : 
"Wait and see; the end is not yet." 
Tilt re ia no denying, however, tha't the 
supporters, of Spain here to-day are 
looking much crestfallen and discour- 
aged. Even a defeat at the hands of the 
insargents, it is admitted, would have 
been better than the htfnailiation 
which the Spanish troops have 
suffered in being so skillfully 
out-manoeuvred by the insurgents. 

General Fugeria yesterday left tlie 
plantation of Santa Emilia, in the i)ro 
viiice of Havana, moving in the direc- 
tion of Planto. lie, mot the advance 
g.uird of an insurgent arnrv at Rio Hon- 
da, opened (ire on it and later captured 
the heights of iMorales and, Volcano, 
where, however, thi; troopd met 
a force of -1,00(1 insurgents await- 
ing them. They |)rom|)tly attacked tlie 
.Spanish troops, but wore repulsed by a 
brilliant charge of the Spanish cavalry 
The inaurgenta were dislodged after 3ti 
a hells had' been fired Into their camp 
and 60 men killed. Of the Spanish, one 
lieutenant-colonel and one lieutenant 
and 2'i privates wounded, Major Oier 
nijodo being informed that a strong

force of insurgents was near Punta 
Brava, and .hearine the , aoimd of 
firing in that direction, moved his 
column toworda Quegasti and Havy Col- 
orado, where the enem.v was also re- 
ported to be in force. Passing a range 
of mountains, the Spanish commahder 
went in the direction of San Pedro and 
there foii.'id a body of about 2,0Q0 insur- 
gents occupying a strong position behind 
stone walls. The troops dislodged the 
insurgents, but night approaching the 
column returned to Punta Brava. The 
insurgents had 40 men killed and left 
many horses on the field. Tne troops 
lost three men. 

The authorities now permit the publi- 
cation of Major Cirujada'a report of the 
engagemeiit with Maceo on December 1, 
when he forced the trocha. It was a 
fearful combat, which is the first official 
admission that Maceo brought with him 
across the trocha a considerably equip- 
ped following and fought a hot engage- 
ment to effect his passage. After the 
Cubans had passed into Havana prov 
ince the Spanish commander executed 
a fresh concentration iu that province 
and awaited the arrival of Maceo. He 
had received confidential information of 
the proposed movements of the Cubans 
and arranged his forces accordingly. He 
had, in addition, received a detailed de- 
acription of the horse which Maceo waa 
to ride, aa well as of caparisons. 

The expected battle recurred yester- 
day, but no details of the engagement 
are given for publication here. After 
the fight the Spanish troops made a re- 
connoisance of the ground previously 
held by the Cubans. Here waa found 
the^two corpses lying together, and, in- 
deed, almost locked in the embrace of 
death. One body was that of a mulatto, 
a stout man, with gray, crispy, curly 
hair, and the other that of a slender 
dark-haired youth. Both men were 
dressed in white linen duck suits. 
When the linen wag removed (roiu 
the corpse of. the elder of the two 
it was found to have under 
neath it a lino undershirt with 
the initials " A.M." on it. The ])air of 
tilack silk socks on the body contained 
the same initials, worked in, red ink. 
There waa a gold ring on the linger, con 
taining on the inner rim the ingraved 
inscription " Antonio Y. Maria." 

A revolver with an ivory handle and 
marked, together with a small gold- 
mounted telescope, were also found on 
the bodyj The head of the younger 
man's body was reating upon the body 
of the firat. There was found on it "a 
silver watch, an ammunition bag and 
sever.il handkerchiefa bearing the 
initials " F. G." Among the 
papers a letter was found written 
in the somewhat crahbed hand writing 
of an aged man. This letter bore the 
signature of M. Gomez. It is stated in 
addition to the abovo that there was 
found on the younger body a letter writ- 
ten in pencil, saying he dies rather than 
abandon the corpse of , his general, 
Maceo. 

Such are the details of the identifical 
tion on which the Spanish officers rely 
for their firmly expressed conviction 
that Antonio Maceo baa met his end. 
No news has been received since the out- 
break of the insurrection that has caused 
so great a sensation in Havana or has 
been •leemed so encouraging to the Span- 
ish cause. 

The diary of Maceo's operations found 
with the dead body, in addition to the 
details already stated, eaya Maceo had 
been wounded before crossing the trocha 
in a skirmish at Vejeranom on Decem- 
ber 3. After croaaing the trocha ,,on 
Dccem her 4 he joined the local Havana 
bands of the insurgents.
